HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES OF THE TERRITORY 
_OF NEW. MEYICO. 


OF THE DUTY OF THE SPEAKER. 


1. Ile shall take ihe chair every day precisely at the hour 
to which the house shall have adjourned on the preceeding day ; 
shall immediately call the members to order ; and, on the ap- 
pearance of the majority, shall cause the journal of the preceding 
day to be read. 

2. He shall preserve order and decorum; may speak as to 
points of order in preference to other members, rising from his 
seat for that purpose; and shal! decide all questions of order, 
subject. to an appeal to the Llouse by any two members, on 
which appeal no member hall speak more than once, unless by 
leave of the House. 
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8. He shall rise to put a question, but may state it sitting. 

4. Questions shall be distinctly put in this form, to wit, tas 
many as are of the opinion that (as the case or question may be) 
say aye.” and after the affirmation is expressed,—‘‘as many 
as are ofthe contrary opinion, say no.” If the- Speaker doubts, 
ora division be called for, the House shal dividé; those in the 
affirmative om the question shall first rise from their seats, and 
afterwards those in the negative. Ifthe Speaker still doubts, 
or a count be required, the Speaker shall direct the clerk to tell 
the votes, which being reported, he shall rise and state the de- 
cision of the House. 

5. The Speaker shall examine and correct the journal before 
it is read; he shall have a general direction of the Hall; he 
shall have the right to name any member in the absence of the 
Speaker pro tem., to perform the duties of the chair, but such 
substitution shall not extend beyond an adjournment. 

6. All committees shall be appointed by the Speaker, unless 
otherwise directed ‘by the House, in which case they shall 

- be appointed by ballot ; and if upon such ballot, the member re- 
uired shall not be elected by a majority of the votes given, the 
ouse shall proceed to a second ballot, in which a plarality of 
votes shall prevail; and in case a greater number than js re- 
quired to compose or complete a committee shall have an equal 
number of votes, the House shall proceed to further ballot or 

ballots. . 

T. In all other cases of ballot than for committees, a majority 
of the votes given shall be necessary to an election ; and where 
there shall be no such majority on the first ballot, the ballot 
shall be repeated until a maj: rity shall be obtained. : 

8. In ali cases of ballot, or when the ayes and noes shall be 
taken by the House, the Speaker shall vote; in other cases he 
Bhall not voté unless the House is equally divided, or unless his 
vote, if given to the minority, will make the division equal, and 
in case of such equal division, the question shall be lost. 

9. In all cases-where other than members of the House may 
be elligible to an office by the election of the Honse, there shall 
be a previous nomination. 

10. All acts. addresses, and joint resolutions shall be signed 
by the Speaker; and all writs, warrants and snbpcenas issued by 
order of the House, shall be under his hand, and attested by the 
clerk. 

- 11. In case-of any disturbance or disorderly conduct in the 
galleries or lobby, or other place in hearing of the Ilouse, the 
Speaker, or chairman of the committee of the whole House, 
shail have power tu order the same to be cleared, or the arrest 
of the disorderly persons; and in all such cases, the offender 
may be brought before the bar of the House, and punished by 
fine or imprisonment, or both, at the diseretion of the Honse ; 
and all such sentences shall be executed by the sergeant-at-arms, 
under the direction of the Speaker, ` 
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12. Stenographers wishing to take down the debates may be 
admitted by the Speaker, who shall assign such places to then 
on the floor, or elsewhere, to effect their object, as shall not in- 
terfere with the conveniences of the House. 

13. In case the Speaker fail to appear at the Hour to which 
the House adjourned, the vice-president shall take the chair, 
and proceed with the business of the House. 


ORDER OF BUSINESS OF THE DAY. 


14. As soon as the journal is read, the Speaker shall call for 
petitions; the petitions having been presented and disposed of, 
reports, first from the standing and then from the select com- 
mittees, shall be called for and disposed of, resolutions shail 
then, be cailed for, in the same order, and disposed of by the 
same rules which apply to petitions. 

15. After petitions and reports of committees are gone 
through with, it shall be in order to introduce bills or joint 
resolutions; after which, bills upon their second reading shall 
be pronounced in order; and when this is concluded, bills or 
joint resolutions upon their third reading shall be taken up for 
the final action ef the House; it shall then be in order to move 
that the House do now proceed to dispose of the business 
upon the Speaker's table; which being decided in the afr- 
mative, the bills, messages and communications upon his 
table shall be disposed of; the Speaker shall then proceed to 
call the orders of the day, if there be any, which being con- 
cluded, the Speaker shall announce that the House is now ready 
for the dispatch of business. 

16. All resolutions introduced into the leuse, which, hy 
the rules, are required to lie upon the table fur one day, shall 
be placed among the owder of the day for the succeeding day 
alter their introduction, and be taken up and disposed of ia the 
order in which they were introduced. 
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17. Whenever a message shall be sent to this House from 
the Governor or Council, whatever business is before the Ilouse 
shall be suspended untill the said message shall be received ; 
it shall then go upon the Speaker’s table, unless by ‘a vote of 
pd thirds of the House upon it, it be decided to dispose of it 
at once.. 


OF DECORUM AND DEBATE, 


No member shall be responsible in any other place for any 
discourse or vote given in the House. 

18. The business specified in the preceding rules shall be 
done at no other part of the day, except by permission of the - 
House. 

19. When any member is about to speak in debate, or de- 
liver any matter to the House, he shall rise from his seat and 
respectfully address himself to “Mr Speaker,” and shall con- 
fine himself to the question under debuto, and avoid person- 
ality. 

20. Ifany member, in speaking or otherwise, transgress the 
rules of the House, the Speaker shall, or auy member may, call 
him to order; in which case, the member so called to order 
shall immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain, and the 
House shall, if appealed to, decide on the case, but without 
debate ; if there be no appeal, the decision of the chair shall be 
submitted to, Ifthe decision be in favor of the member called 
to order, he shall be at liberty to proceed; if otherwise, he 
shall not be permitted to proceed without leave of the House ; 
and if the case require it, he shall be Hable to the censure of 
the House, 

21. When two or more members happen to rise at once, the 
Speaker shall name the member who is tirst to speak, 

22. No member shall speak more than twice on the same 
question, without leave of the Mouse, nor more than once until 
every. member choosing to speak, shall have spoken. 

23. Ifthe question ponding be lost by adjournment of the 
House, and revived on the succeeding day, the member who 


shall have spoken twice on the preceding day shall not be per- 


mitted to speak without leave. 
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24. Whilst the Speaker is putting any question, or address- 
ing the House, none shall welk ont of, or across, the Hall, 
nor, in any caso, when s nvinter fs speckine, shal entertain 
private discourse, por, whut a member is cosas, Shat pnag 
between him and the chair. 

25. No member shall voto on any cuostion, in the result 
of which he is immediately or particwacdiy interested; nor in 
any case which he was not present when tha question was put. 

26. Upon a decision and count of the Lfonse on any ques- 
tion, no member without the bar shall be counted, 

27. Every member who shall be in the House when the 
question is put, shall give his vote, unless the House, for special 
reasous shall excuse him. 

28. When a motion is made and seconded, it shall be stated 
by the Speaker ; or, being in writing, if shall be handed to the 
chair, and read alond by the clerk, before debate. 

29. Every motion shall be reduced to writing if any mem- 
ber or the Speaker require it. 

30. After the motion is stated by the Speaker, and read by 
the clerk, it shall be deemed to be in possession of the House, 
but may be withdrawn at any time before discussion or amend- 
ment. | 

31. When a question is under debate, no motion shall be 
received but to adjourn, to lie on the table, for the previous ques- 
tion, to postpone to a certain day, to commit or amend, to post- 
pone indefinitely ; which several moticns shall have precedence 
in the order in which they are arranged; and no motion to 
postpone to a certain day, to commit, or to postpone indefinitely 
being decided, shall again be allowed on the same day ; and at 
the same stage of the bill or proposition, a motion to strike out 
the enacting words of the bill, shall have precedence of a mo- 
tion to amend, aud if carried, shall be considered equivalent to 
a rejection, 

32. When a resolution shall be offered, or a motion made to 
refer any subject, and different committees shall be proposed, 
the question shall be taken in the following order :

33. A motion to adjourn shall always be in order, and shall

It shall only be admitted when 
demanded by a majority of the members present; and until it 
is decided, shall preclude all amendinent and debate of the main 
question, 

35. On a previous question there shall ba no debate. 

36. When a qaestion is postponed indefinitely, the same 
shall not be acted on again during the session. 

87. Any member may demand the division of a question, if 
when being divided, it comprehends questions so distinct, that 
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by striking out one or more of them, that whiclr remains before 
the House may be entire; Provided, that a motion to strike 
out or insert shall be considered indivisible. 

33. Any member inay make a call of the House and require 
absent ‘members to be sent for y but a call of the House cannot be 
mule after the voting has commenced ; and the call of the House 
being ordered, and the absentees noted, the;doors shall be closed 
and no member permitted to leave the room until the report of 
the Sergeant-at arms be received and acted upon, or further pro- 
ceedings in the call be suspended.
